TRYING  TO  increase  gas 
mileage  by  adding  water  to 
their  car’s  fuel  are  two  Brigham 
Young  University  students,  su- 
pervised and  assisted  by  Dr. 
Billings  Brown,  chemical  engi- 
neering professor.  The  two  stu- 
dents are  Louis  Odermott,  soph- 
omore from  Meridian,  Ida.,  and 
Karl  S.  Snow,  graduate  student 
from  St.  George. 

Odermott  has  already  attained 
interesting  results.  He  success- 
fully added  proportional 
amounts  of  water  to  his  car’s 
fuel  and  obtained  32  miles  per 
gallon  of  gas  instead  of  the  usu- 
al 18  miles,  according  to  Dr. 
Brown. 

THE  SAME  principle  of  gas 
plus  water,  Dr.  Brown  said,  is 
used  in  jets  and  military  air- 
planes to  increase  flight  power. 
However,  he  added,  aircraft 
manufacturers  are  presently 
confronted  with  several  prob- 
lems involving  the  right  amount 
of  water  in  constant  flow  into 
the  fuel,  mechanical  corrosion, 
and  the  changing  weather.  . 

Diesel  engines  have  succeeded 
in  decreasing  fuel  consumption 
with  water,  but  attempts  with 
gasoline  engines  have  not  been 
consistant,  he  said.  The  chemi- 
cal engineer  said  that  automo- 
bile engines  are  not  hampered 
by  water  if  it  is.  inserted  proper- 
ly, according  to  the  findings  of 
the  BYU  study. 

After  this  year  of  experimen- 
tation, the  two  students  plan  to 
attempt  other  types  of  solu- 
tion by  several  mechanical  and 
chemical  methods.
